Take  foi  Ulus'.rutiou  tlvo  following  dee 
criptioa  of  a  portion  of  ike  city  of  Sulcm, 
from  UlU  year'*  report  ol  tho  Massachusetts 
Stale  lioaril  of  Health.  Spalling  ut  the 
location  of  a  vary  large  number  of  cutes  of 
typhoid  fever,  the  report  *t«tc»;  “At  tb« 
tool  ol  Piiign-t- street  ii  a  aluggith  body 
of  water,  tooled  by  refute  of  all  tletcrip- 
tioua,  whii  h  taluu  the  air  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  with  iti  uppreaaivo  exhalation*. 
Near  thia  water,  on  low  land  are  ti-nc 
menta  wboee  occupaote  ueu  little  precau¬ 
tion  to  protect  ihemaelvca  frnra  the  ateneb 
of  slops  and  garbage  thrown  on  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  ground,  or  Irom  ahaltow  and 
neglected  privies.  At  high  tide  the  wetere 
And  their  way  along  the  drain  into  the 
collar^  of  the  bouaea.  It  aurcly  la  not 
atrangethat  in  thia  neigbbnrliood,  during 
the  paat  rear,  occurred  nineteen  cm*  e  ol 
typhoid  fever. 

Again  there  ie  e  sluggish  beein  of  wate 
lying  at  the  north  »f  Howard  atreet  cemo 
tery  and  the  jail  (At  proximity).  It  covers 
three  or  more  acroa  ot  flats.  Into  it  flows 
the  drainage  from  8t.  Pdct’s  street,  Ho¬ 
ward  street,  Oliver  street,  North,  y  street, 
a'.so  the  drainage  Iron  the  gn*  worke.  In 
the  two  boneet  immediately  bordering  t lie 
water  there  have  been  four  caae-t  ol  typhoid 
fever  this  aeasoo.  Half  way  up  the  court 
have  occurred  two  more,  end  not  far  from 
the  head  of  the  court  three  others,  making 
tea  cases  In  the  neighborhood  this  nu 
tuum. "  In  the  immediate  vicinity  there 
have  been  twenty  one  cuat-a  of  typhoid 
lever  in  nil.  The  report  states  further 
that  all  (kit  is  dua  to  dtftctita  dniinaga, 
and  that  befoie  vigorous  measures  can  be 
adopted  to  ioiproye  the  eauitary  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  city,  the  aullioriliua  must  ap 
preciate  the  dangers  which  are  immintnt. 

“  Tkii  ntilkar  thay  nor  tha  peopla  aetm  to 
da..  The  nuisance  remaiua  the  aainc,  al¬ 
though  public  attention  baa  been  repeated¬ 
ly  called  to  it. "  All  tbit  refen  to  a  local¬ 
ity  in  one  of  the  oldest,  must  refined,  and 
wealthy  eitiea  in  the  intelligent  State  of 
HaasacknaetU,  of  which  Boston,  the  in¬ 
tellectual  centre  of  the  United  Statca  is 
the  capital,  and  yet  not  even  tha  barbar¬ 
ism  of  Central  Africa  could  exceed  this 
scene  af  hunsua  degradation  an  Altb. 

Of  the  city  of  Lowell  in  the  eamc  State 
the  report  says:  ‘’The  system  ol  sewerage 
in  Lowell  baa  always  been  imperfect.  In 
many  places  there  ore  no  sewers  et  all,  in 
o tliers  the  pipes  are  of  insufficient  capac¬ 
ity  or  not  low  enough  in  position.  There 
h v  alwaya  been  great  confusion  as  to 
their  location,  owing  to  the  ini  perfect  ion 
or  absence  of  mapa.  Two  years  ago  there 
occurred  here,  especial ly  on  Marion  and 
Cross  streets,  an  epidemic  of  ty  phoid  fever, 
At  tha*  time  and  shoos  thee  ike  as  wage 
filled  many  of  the  cellar*.  On  investig* 
tins  a  mas*  of  Altb  was  lowed  which  Ailed 
the  entire  calibre  ol  the  drain-pipe  for 
sins  distance  This  pipe  was  also  found 
to  lie  too  small,  and  not  low  enough  to 
cieste  a  current."  These  are  not  cited  ss 
exceptional  cases.  On  the  contrary,  there 
is  reason  to  suppose  (hot  the  same  state  of 
things  can  be  found  to  exist  in  almost 
every  city  end  town  in  the  country. 

The  responsibility  fur  auch  a  condition 
of  thing*  is  not  always  due  to  Ignorance; 
for  unfortunately,  wMIe  there  are  many 
people  In  this  world  who  know  too  little, 
there  are  also  some  who  know  too  much. 
Tliere  are  quacks  iu  every  profession — 
quack  doctors,  quack  lawyers,  quark  sol 
diers,  and  quack  engineers — men  who, 
having  been  gifted  with  an  exerts  ol  coo 
ceil  snd  cunning.  u««  these  qualities  in 
the  absence  of  untie  substantial  ones,  and 
succeed,  by  pr.-leneinn  to  kn->wle<lg  ,  in 
imposing  up»n  credulous  people.  The 
city  of  London  vn  for  a  long  time  vie 
timlzid  in  this  way.  Thst  city  as  we  all 
kn„w,  has  suffered  terribly  in  the  past  for 
T  want  of  a  proper  system  ol  drainage  and 
aewrragc.  The  plague  carried  off  100.000 
people,  and  thia  was  almost  entirely  due  to 
defi-ctivo  drainage 

A  new  commission  lieing  appointed  by 
Parlumont  nearly  every  year,  each  time 
just  a*  they  were  arriving  at  a  practical  re 
suit,  some  penon,  generally  a  number  or 
Cumtniaeioner,  wnnld  bring  forward  a  p'an 
differing  from  all  tile  others.  This  would 
prevent  the  adoption  ol  any  plan,  and  to 
it  went  on  until  the  matter  was  placed  in 
the  hand*  of  one  man,  Mr.  Bssvlgette,  who 
has  achieved  wonder*  by  simply  adoring 
a  comprehensive  plan  baaed  upon  common 
sense  prioclphs.  Any  attempt  to  carry 
out  a  plan  mu  baaed  upon  the  topography 
must  nece—atlly  end  la  failure. 

.  When  I  apeak  of  drainage,  I  do  uot  in¬ 
clude  sewerage.  Drainage  and  sewerage 
•ntirelj  distinct  and  can  s.ldom  ho  coni 
bined,  and  than  only  to  m  limited  extent. 
Drainage  in  tho  removal  of  the  surplus 
water  from  the  soil.  Sewerage  Is  the  to 
mov»|  ol  water  Introduced  by  means  of  an 
ertilrUl  water  supply,  to  which  la  added 
cxereiiiratatlons  and  otbex  refuse  matter 
which  the  force  c.f  tho  water  convey*  Into 
the  sewers.  It  follows  that  aewers  should 
be  conduits — to  prevent  the  escape 
ga<es— while  drain#  should  be  constructed 
*•  to  admit  »f  the  percolation  of  wstsr  Into 
them  from  th#  adjacent  soil. 

All  that  is  aaermary  to  do  le  to  make 
the  plan  of  the  town  conform,  If  only  tn  a 
general  way,  to  thn  topohgrtphy  of  the 
surftea.  Tha  streets  and  avenues,  may 
•erva  to  facilitate.  A  eastern  of  drainage, 
and  tha  most  universal  caase  of  dli 
1*  in  a  largo  measure  avoided.  It  la  Imper 
•lively  necessary  that  the  streams  and 
w* ten  courses  should  be  preserved  by  us 
dergrotmd  drains,  and  alto  that  lateral 
drsias  should  liu  constructed  to  take  up 
»ator  emanating  from  perennial 
•ptitiga.  t(  this  la  not  done  In  tbe  begin 
">nR-  whan  It  nan  be  done  easily  and 
•^■omloally,  it  will  hava  to  be  done  in 
the  end,  when  tha  leak  is  surrounded  with 
dlfflcuttlea,  end  at  an  enormous  coat,  when 
the  safety  ef  the  llvaa  of  the  people  de- 
,m*nd  it,  and  after  the  paatiUnca  and  tlm 
graveyards  have  draaonetraien  Its  ebeo- 
**?■  Tha  city  of  New  York 


h-irruuiubtl  on  all  tides  by  wide  and 
■1  rp  a i cr  channels,  having  a  welldvAncd 
»  nut  kind,  com l.imrd  with  every  satiety 
ut  surface,  varying  in  height  trum  five  to 
150  b.  t  above  t>  gh  watermark,  blessed  by 
a  climate  of  unsurpassed  salubrity,  it  has, 
never  Hit  less,  bctu  ruaaged  by  choh  ra  and 
yellow  fever,  while  the  utmost  vigilance  ia 
required  to  preveut  the  outbreuk  and 
spread  of  small  pox,  diptherln,  and  the 
w  hole  class  of  luw  fevers.  All  this  it  due 
In  a  very  large  di  gree  to  tho  lact  that  ia 
Uyiug  out  the  plan  upon  which  the  city 
has  bccu  coni}  meted  the  distance  of  a 
voste  ayateui  of  draiuugv  streams  was  en¬ 
tirely  ignored.  Miles  and  mile*  of running 
alumna,  fed  by  innumerable  perennial 
spr'ngs,  permeate  the  original  topography 
In  « qury  direction.  Over  these  tho  airects 
Imve  beta  graded,  the  lutervening  blocks 
blncket  filled  up,  and  acres  ot  buildings 
encted.  and  beneath  lbs  the  uudruiued, 
saturated  soil,  giving  off  Its  dump,  chilling, 
mulsrious  atmosphere. 

It  is  truo  that  herculean  and  eminently 
tuccttslul  <  (Torts  ate  being  mails  by  an 
energetic  aud  wise  Board  of  Health  lu 
remedy  all  this;  hut  lliink  lor  one  moment 
oltlieinsk  before  them- the  tiu.e,  labor, 
easily  donatio  tha  iK-ginning.  In  one 
small  district  eighteen  miles  ol  un¬ 
derground  drains  have  been  laid  down 
withiu  the  last  three  years,  at  an  expense 
which  would  have  drained  the  entire  city 
in  the  commencement,  Startling  as  all 
this  city  ia,  «wry  city  and  town  in  the 
Uuiti-d  States  il  following  recklessly  in 
the  footsteps  of  New  York,  and  in  the 
end  will  pay  the  tutuc  penalties.  Mcnpliis. 
in  mourning  for  her  di-cimaied  population, 
repeats  the  and  story.
